Council' of Canadian Meat Packers, 
who are in the United1 States for the 
purpose of making observations re- 
garding the eradication of disease 
among animals, 'especially tubercu- 
losis, conferred with C. P. Norgord, 
commissioner of agriculture; Dr. 0: 
H. Eliason, and\Dr. James S. Hcaly,' 
representing the, tuberculosis free 
accredited herds/ 
They came to 


Madison, directly from Washington, 
D. C., as officials 
of 
the United 


States Bureau of Animal Industry 
had informed them, they said, that 
Wisconsin was one of the most pro- 
gressive states in the union in its 
campaign for eradication of tuber- 
culosis in live stock. 


They were particularly interested 


in the circumscribed area test for 
the eradication of tuberculosis- as 
carried on in Waukesha and Barren 
counties. 
In Waukesha county all 


the cattle have been tested with the 
exception of those in two townships 
and with the expeditious manner in 
which the work.-si being accomplish- 
ed In Barren county, duo to the co- 
operation of the breeders.

Those who offer such advice as a means of corn-batting the high 
cist of living might be consistent and go to the logical exitrane 
of their doctrine. We might get down to a bread .and water 
diet, or to rice and rats, at the same time that we adorn the over- 
all costume. We could certainly live more cheaply that way, 
and workers could get along without insisting on a greater pro- 
portion of the product. That would be more satisfactory than 
present conditions to those who insist on living on what others 
produce. But is such a change desirable? If not, then it is un- 
desirable that steps tending toward it be taken. It is not neces- 
sary to reduce the standard of living in order to reduce the cost 
of living. 
What is necessary is to take away the legalized 


„ power that some have to exact unearned tribute from others, 
and at the same time obstacles placed by foolish Jaws in the way 
of production must be removed.
